LEGISLATIVE.—In the Senate yes- 


terday a bill was introduced by Mr. 
Norwood, allowing the United States 
Government to hold lands in the State 
whereon to build dwellings, coal de 
pots, bouys, light-keepers and the 
neccessary out houses, &c., for the 
dwellings of Light-house keepers,which 
passed its several readings without a 
dissenting voice. 


Notwithstanding it was the first day 
after the recess, and barely a quorum 
present, the Calendar was taken up and 
several unimportant bills passed a sec- 
ond reading. The Legislature is de- 
termined to work as rapidly as possible, 
and use all means in its power to ex- 
pedite the business before it. 


The House had largely over a quorum, 
98 members having responded to the 
roll call. 


A memorial from the Grand Jurors of 
Clay county, asking the removal of R. 
M. Henry, the Solicitor of that Judicial 
District, for drunkenness and inatten- 
tion to the duties of his office, was pre- 
sented by Mr. Anderson, of that county.

LEGISLATURE OF NORTH CAR-| 
OLINA. 


WEDNESDAY, Jan. 15, 1872. 
SENATE. 


The Senate was called to order at 12 
o’clock by Lieutenant Governor Brog- 
den. He said: 


SENATORS: The Constitution of North 
Carolina declares that the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor shall preside as President of the Sene 
ate. Having been elected to this office by 
the people of the State on the first Thurs- 
day of August, 1872, and having taken and 
subscribed my oath of office, I appear before 
you this day at your first meeting since the 
first day of January, to enter upon the dls- 
charge of my official duties. 

I deem it due to myself to declare, on this 
occasion, that, “with malice towards none, 
and with charity for all,’’ I shall try to act 
fairly and impartially, knowing no party 
but what I conscientiously believe be 
rigit, and shall rely upon your kindness 
and indulgence to cover my errors. M 
past experience has taught me that it is al- 


most impossible for the presiding officer of | 


& legisiative body, composed of course of so 
many different minds and opinicns, to give 
entire satisfaction on all occasions. But it 
will be my constant aim and desire to act 
according to parliamentary laws and deci- 
sions and the rules of order for the govern- 
ment of the Senate. 

As you were in session for ahout one 
month before your late recess, you are in- 
iormed of the situation oj our public affairs 
and the financial condition of the State,and 

ou may rely upon my cordial co-operation 

nsupport of all wise and judicious meas- 
ures tending to promote the happiness and 
prosperity of the people. 

The public institutions of the State should 
receive the careful attention of the Legis- 
lature. The Institutions for the Deafand 
Dumb and the Blind, the Asylum for the 
Insane, and also the Penitentiary, are all 
supported by the tax-payers of the State, 
and it is the duty of the Legislatureto prop- 
erly investigate the management of these 
institutions, and to allow no ivjustice or 
oppression, n@ favoritism or partiality to 
be wrongfully practiced by any of their 
managers or employees. 

Let us faithfully attend to the educational 
interests and necessities of the children of 
the State. Let us provide necessary and 
proper means for the cultivation of the 
intellect and the improvement of the mind 
and morals of the rising generation. Our 
Constitution wisely provides “for a general 
and uniform system of Public Schools 
wherein tuition shall be free of charge to all 
the children of the State, between the ages 
of six and twenty-one.years.”’ 

Our present free school law is deficient, 
and needs emendation and improvement. 
I believe in the truism that “ morality and 
intelligence are the only sure basis of our 
government,.’”’ A well educated and christ- 
ian people are always prepared and quali- 
fied to guard and protect their rights and 
| liberties. 

The main object of wise legislatian should 
be to correct the errors of the past, and to 
pass such laws for the future as experience 
and the necessities of the times may point 
out to be judicious, necessary and proper. 

In all legislation reckless prodigality and 
wasteful extravagance are injurious to the 
best interests of the people, and should be 
avoided as much as possible. 

Economy forms one of the prominent vir- 
tues and duties of 39 Republican Govern- 
ment. It does not consist, however, in with- 
holding from faithful public service a just 
compensation; neither does it consist in 
according with parsimonious hands in pro- 
viding for the public necessities. But it 
consists in closing every unnecessary drain 
on the public treasury; and also, forthe 
same purpose, there‘is strenuously required 
a judicious appiication of the appropria- 
tions to their objects, and a vigorous execu- 
tion of the laws regarding them. 

North Carolina has within her borders all 
the elements of a greauw$tate. But her vast 
agricultural and mineral resources are not 
yet fully developed. Her people are chiefly 
engaged in the cultivation of the soil; that 
vocation which was truly said by George 
Washtngton to be “the most healthful, the 
most useful and the noblest employment of 
man.’”’ Agriculture, commerce, manufac- 
ture, and the mechanic arts, are the great 
sources of our National and State prosperi- 
ty. They should be properly encouraged 
by wise anc judicious legislation. 

It isa fixed principle in our Government 
which cannot be too closely adhered to in 

ractice, nor too often re ted, thatit was 
nstituted to promote the welfare of the 
people; that those who make, and those 
who carry into effect the laws, are but their 
agents; and that to generate any distinct 
interest between the people and their gov- 
ernment is incompatible with this princi- 
le, and was never contemp'!ated by the 
ramers of our Constitution, 

A perfect tolerance «f political opinion, 
and freedom in the exercise of the elective 
franchise, are indispensable; for a govern- 


trol of the right of suifrege withdraw 

it that support; and we should bear 

mind that, while under the imperative Re- 
ublican principle, the will of the majority 
s to prevail in all cases, yet that “the mi- 

nority possess rights, to violate which 

would be oppression.” 

Opposition to political measures should 
rather be invited than deprecated, for in 
laudable opposition there may be found 
security from error; nor should it be forgot- 
ten that ‘“‘every difference of opinion is not 
a difference of principle,’’ and that, as citi- 
zens of the same republic, we are all equal- 
ly interested in the honor, welfare and hap- 
piness of our common country, 

I congratulate you, Senators, and the peo- 

le of North Carolina, upon an era of good 

eeling which has dawned upon the country 
and the calm which has followed our State 
and National elections of 1872. It shows the 
wisdom, virtue and efficacy of our republi- 
can constitutions and laws, when six mil- 
lions of voters in the United States can go 
peaceably to the omnipotent ballot-box, 
without any force, fear, or intimidation, 
and cast their votes for the men of their 
choice. 

Differences of opinion in relation to the 
affairs of government may be conducive in 
the end to tke discovery of truth, anda 
frank investigation of matters of public 
importance ought never to be discouraged. 
But 1 think that well-meaning and sober- 
minded men will agree that there has been 
too much passion and too little reason; too 
much party and too little regard for princi- 
ple; and that in examining the acts of our 
public servants, there has sometimes been 
a fearful disregard of truth and justice. Let 
us hope for more generosity and charity 
hereafter. With no vain regrets for the 
past, let us look hopefully forward to the 
reward: of the future. Let us try to pyro- 
mote the further development of our vast 
and various resources, and improve the 
credit of our State. Let us try to keep step 
with the progressive spirit of the times, and 
the onward march of events, and show to 
the world that we have not lived entirely 
in vain in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century. Letustry to preserve untarnished 
the honor of Novth Carolina. Let her 
bright escutcheon never be stained with 
the foul blot of Punic faith. It has been 
well and wisely said, that “ private credit 
is wealth—public honor is security. The 
feather that adorns the royal bird supports 
his flight; strip him of his plumage, and 
you fix him to the earth.””’ May our State 
continue to advance and es bth in ail re- 
spects until it may be truly said of her, 
‘her ways are ways of p!icasantness,and all 
her paths are peace.”’” Let us try to serve 
her according to the measure of our abili- 
ties and the best lights of our understand- 
ing. Let us remember that we have a 
country to serve instead of a party to cbey.

The first and 
sreatest need isa steam fire engine. The

Itisa poor city that can’t afford gas. 
The gas pipes and fixtures are all through 
the city in nearly every house, which 
need only a little cleaning, and gas can 
be furnished the public at a trifling 
cost, and money made at it, too. We 
see nu hinderance why it should not be 
made here as well as any other place. 
Some enterprising and public-spirited 
man will ere, long take the matter in 
hand and furnish this article which is 
so badly needed, and which the public 
look forand demand. The two fore- 
going are essential to the public wel- 
fare, and should be now in operation. 
Then there is a good opening for some 
individual to establish a tobacco factory, 
taking into consideration the fact that 
three warehouses are now in operation, 
and another to be built. Four ware- 
houses and no factory! It is a shame. 
We will wait and see if somebody don’t 
undertake it. The last, and by no 
means the least,is a night school, There 
aic many young men who are growing 
up wholely oblivious of an education ; 
the fact is, they are toc poor to attend 
school through the day, having to work 
ior a living, and they would gladly 
—— a night school. Somuch so 

With the exception of the above, this 
place is moving on in the right direc 
tion. Five years ago only one whistle 
could be heard, but now early risers are 
arected with the monotonous noise of the 
whistles of three factories, one saw-mill 
and one foundry, with a foundry bell. 
This shows the prosperity of the place. 
Exch one of these factories employ 
about fifty or more hands ; the foundry 
some ten or fifteen, and the saw-mill, 
eight or ten. An immense quantity of 
work is done in each factory, and the 
toundry manufactures as good cooking 
and heating stoves as can be purchased 
North. 

The boundry of Greensboro has a 
peculiarity in it which many cities don’t 
possess. It is bounded on the north 
and south by the two Buffaloes; on the 
east by Jonesboro and Turkey Ridge ; 
on the southwest by Warnersville; on 
the west by Hiattsville, and on the 
northwest by Camp Stokes, Jonesboro, 
Turkey Ridge, Warnesville, Hiattsville 
and Camp Stokes all being negro towns, 
of which, in the language of a colored 
brother, “Greensboro is de cap‘al.”

“NOON DISPATCHES. 


The Funeral Ceremonies of the Dead 
ExeEmperor,. 

Lonpon, January 15.—-A dispatch 
from Chiselhurst this morning says that 
an immense crowd of people are col- 
lecting there to witness the funeral 
procession of Napoleon. 

One thousand Metropolitan policc- 
men will line the roadway leading from 
the houte where the Emperor died, to 
the chapel where the funeral service is 
to take place. Flags are at half mast 
and bells are tolling. 

LatEx—The funeral of the iate Ex- 
Emperor of France took place at Chis- 
elhurst this morning. Although ten 
o’clock was the hour designated for the 
procession to move from the late resi- 
dence of the late Emperor, it was 
thirty minutes after that time, when the 
hearse, which was to convey the remains 
to the chapel, drew up in front of the 

nd entrance of the mansion. The 
of Paris workingmen, who 
were to walk at the head of the pro- 
cession, ariived at the same time. ‘they 
wore immortals in their coats and car- 
ried wreaths of yellow flowers in their 
hands. 

On both sides of the hearse were the 
Imperial arms, surmounted by the let- 
ter “N.” <A great crowd, which steadi- 
ly increased, surrounded the hearse. 

The funeral procession started for the 
chapel at 11 o’clock, and moved on In 
the following order: A man_ bearing 
the tri-color borne on an ash stick but at 
the last moment before the cortege moy- 
ed ; the deputation of workmen from 
Paris with uncovered heads, bearing their 
wreaths; the chaplain of the family, 
bearing aloft the golden crucifix; the 
hearse, drawn by eight horses driven by 
postillion ; and mourners, who number. 
ed eight hundred in all, and included 
the Prince Imperial who went uncovered, 
the Prince Jerome Napoleon, Prince 
Joachin, Prince Achille, M. Rouher and 
many distinguished Imperialists, En. 
glish noblemen, Paris priests, and 
others. 

The Prince Imperial was very pale 
and exhibited traces of the anguish he 
has undergone. The Empresa Eugenie 
was too ill to attend the funeral. 

The coffia was covered with immor- 
tals and violets. 

There was no funeral sermon at the 
chapel. The Bishop at Southwalk sang 
the requiem mass over the remains. He 
was assisted by Father Goddard,spiritu- 
al adyiser to the late ExsEmperor,and all 
the priests who were Chaplains at the 
Tuilieries during the reign of Napoleon. 

Mr. Lviz, the organist of St. Georges 
Cathedral, London, was present at the 
chapel with his choir, and conducted 
the musical portion of tle services.— 
The remains were deposited in the 
sacristy which has been formed intoa 
mortuary chapel until the re roval of 
the body to France for final interment. 

The precession was very long aud tbe 
hearse was at the the chapel before the 
end o1 the cortege had left the family 
mansion. All the carriages and peces- 
trians were drawo up three abreast 
across the roadway, and in that order 
they proceeded to the chapel. 

The Prince Imperial and Prince Na- 
poleon returned trom the chapel! in one 
carriage. They were cheered by the 
crowds through which they passed. 

At least thirty thousand people gath- 
ered to witness the funerai procession. 

The Wharton Triale-Curious Fae 
tality. 

ANNAPOLIS, Mp,, Jan. 15,—A jury has 
been obtained in the Wharton case, and 
the trial has commenced. 

A curious fatality attends the trial of 
this prisoner. During the trial for the 
murder of Gen. Ketchum, several deaths 
occurred in families of the jurors, and 
last evening John R. Arnold, Deputy 
Sheriff, on going hume after leaving the 
Court, was drowned in Severn River by 
breaking through the ice. Arnold has 
a brother on the present jury. The 
Attorney General, 8. Y. Ester, was called 
away from the trial on Monday, on ac- 
count of the illness of his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Susan Harvey, of Hagerstown, 
and that lady had died before he 
reached home. 


Lying in State—Thousands Viewing 
the Body, Etc. 

LOnpDoNn, Jan. 15—3:30 Aa .u.—The 
remains of Napoleon will lie in state 
until the hour for commencement of the 
funeral ceremonies. At noon yesterday 
the public were admitted to the Chapel 
and at midnight ten thousand persons 
had viewed the solemn scene, including 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Kdinburg. 

President Thiers has granted leave 
of absence to Admiral Rigauide Genoi- 
ally, Marshal Bazaine, the Duke of Pa- 
liako and General Froissart to attend 
the funeral;at Chisclhurst. 

The application of two Majors in 
active service for similar leave was 
refused. The ItalianGovernment has sent 
tour officers to represent it to-morrow. 


Underground Railway, Etc. 

New York, Jan. 15.—Three hundred 
men commenced work yesterday at 79th 
street, upon one section of the Under. 
ground Railway. It is expected one 
thousand men will be at work within a 
month. The road will be finished and 
in working order by the first of January, 
1875.
